JOHN BRIGHT.

‘commemorate him. Hila atatue, In 
hia trousers as ho ved, is plain for 
all men to see, The record of hls 

‘days and ddéinga bas been woven 

together by the deft hands of the 

qnoat actompllahed and persuasive 
oa our living Mstorlana, Professor 

. M. Trevelyan, And his Speeches, 
or the beat of them, have been 
collected sd that we who redd may 
catch some ccho of the majestic 
rhetoric that held the Tlouse of 

Commons apellbound, and reuaed 

great nudlencas toe tumultuous en- 

thusiasm, 

‘Somo of his private papers have 
been In theepossesiion of his dea- 
cendants since he passed away 
forty- one yors ayo. ¥rom these a 
selection has been issued, with use- 
ful notes and references by Mx. 
PHUp Bright. The papers include 
the Diaries which Bright kept in 
termittently durinsg a considerable 
pnart of hin life, and an Memolr of 
hia youth and carly manhood which 
was written in hiy old age for the 
edification of his “dear children.” 
It {a a Delef and unpretending 
chronicle which, so far as it goes, 
gives a pleasant pleture of the 
quict, comfortalite, and quite cheer+ 
ful Quaker clrele, devout but by no 
means puritanteal, in whieh the 

future’ orator of the Radicals pass- 
ed his boyhood. 
An Intelligent Tourist. 

His father, a fairly prosperous 
Rochdale mill-owner, was enlighten- 
ed enough to complete his son's 
education by sending him on an 
eight-month’ «tour round — the 
Mediterrancan, the Balkan  coun-

tries, and the Near East. Young 
Bright's Diary contains an account 
of. thin journey, It reveals him aa 
an intelligent and good-tempered 
tourist, but not mich more, He 
had rend Byron's “Childe Harold,” 
and Scott’s novels, and nome guide. 
books, but he had no real acquaint- 
ance with the history and Htera- 
tures of tho countries visited, and 
apparently was not much Interested 
in scenery or antiquities. He wan 
in Constrntinople during = tho 
Plague, and his jejuno remarks on 
that visitation may be compared 
with the haunting description of 
the snme = episode by Kinglake fn 
“othon.” What chiofly impressed 
Bright wag the evidence of Turkish 
minrule, and the general poverty 
and backwardness of — countries 
denied the blessings of a (relative- 
ly) free Presa, n (comparatively) 
coustitutional government, and a 
flourishing manufacturing industry. 

The Memoir ends with this for- 
cig tour, and the continuous series 
of Diaries does not begin till 1849. 
Consequently we cannot refer to 
Bright's own words for his experi- 
ences and reflectlons during what, 
just now, may perhaps be deemed 
the most important part ef his 
eareer-—the period of the 
Free Trade agitation in the coun- 
try, and ita triumph In Parliament, 
What Bright satd and did during 
those eventful years belong to his- 
tory;.one would like to have a few 
of his own notes on some of the 
incidents, But he was too much 
absorbed In the strugule to welte 
about it. 

The Seven Years War, 

The “Seven Yours War,” as fe 
calcd ft, of the Antl-Corn Law 
League, deft John Bright one of the 
mont conspleuous figures in English 
public life. The victory was fol- 
lowed by an agreenble interlude, 
He was 86, 2 natlonal celebrity, a 
famous orator, nnd un widower. 
His firat wife had died after a year 
of wedded happiness. Bright, who 
was much too affectionate and 
warm-hearted 10 live alone, was

panion in his later crugading yeccirs, 
on which the Diary, resumed after 
thelr marriage, throws some light. 
It shows us) John Bright atill 
standing staunchly to the opinions 
which he had formed in early man- 
hood and did not substantially 
modify to the end. Ifis strongth 
lay in the intensity of his convie- 
tlons combined with a certain con- 
venient limitation of intellectual 
outlook, He could never see more 
thpa one aide of a question, but 
on that side We gazed with con- 
cantrated passion, und Interpreted 
what he saw with overwhelming 
fervour, His Integrity and un- 
selfish zeal could not bo questioned, 
whether he was asserting the claims 
of the Northern States {n the 
Amerlenn Civil War against the 
slave-holding South, or protesting 
avainst the “Iniquity,” as he deem- 
ed it, of any appeal to armed force 
in international disputes, Tho 
Diary becomes fuller and more 
Mtuminating when it comes to the 
Irish Home Rule’ debates, and 


Bright’s oventual breach with the 
aGlndstonlan Liberala,. [t was’ a 
painful crisis which he felt deeply; 
for ho had the highest personal re- 
wnrd for Mr. Gladstone, and all his 
politisal connections had been with 
the Liboral Party. Nothing he did 
beeamoe hin better than thia bold 
aundering, In his old age, of Hfe- 
long tlea and axsoclations when he 
could no longer  conselentiously 
maintsgn them, 
Bright ond Disracli, 

He had his prejudices, and they 
were strong. He hated Palnteraton, 
whom he regarded as “an aged 
charlatan,” and he disliked Torfes} 
Jandlorda, ‘and — tho — governing 
“oligarchy.” But he was tolerant 
enough 10 recognise merit and 
ability, even outside hls own circle. 
He disapproved professtonally of 
duket, but rather liked meoting 
duchesses and other great ladies, 
provided they were agreeable and 
pood-losking (he had an eye for 
feminine benuty all his I{fo), at a 
well-ordered dinner-party. Ono of 
the polnta brought out in the 
Diaries is hls feeling townrds, 
Diaracti. ‘Tho two men, so differ- 
‘ent: in many ways, had a genuina 
regard for one another, Bright, 
though he thought Dtsraell too 
much actuated by — personal ambi- 
“tion, recognised his courage, his 
wit, and hin intellectual power, and 
Disracli respected the Rochdale 
Radical's sincerity, and admired his 
superb oratorical talent, When 
Bright sat down after his famous 
“Angel of Dentk" speech an the 
Crimean War in tho House of Com- 
mont, Disrncli sald to him:— 
Bright, I would give all I ever had 
to hve made that speech you made 
Just now.” “You might have made 
it,” replied Bright, “if you had been 
fronenti”t Perhaps John Bright 
mare a little too much parade of 
hia own honesty. But there was 
nothing, uneluout about ft, and it 
was, combined with — kindllness, 
reniality, and a considerable sense 
of humour.

Fixing of Census Day. 


T has been decided by the Government that Consus Day shall be 
reckoned as at midnight on Saturday, March 7. ‘he authorities 
require returns filled up of every person who is alive — dead men 
tell no tales and hence cannot be included in any Census return—on 
the night of Saturday, March 7, and who, whether as member of the 
family or as visitor, boarder, or servant in the hauschold establish. 
ment; (1) passes that night in the dwelling of the Household or 
establishment, or (2) arrives and ig received Into the household or 
ostablishment on the morning of Sunday, March 8, not having been 
cnumerated elsewhere. : ‘ : 

The form showing particulars to be filled up in the return is 
very simple — indeed, on its very simplicity the authoritics are to 
be warmly commended. Each person included in the return has to 
fill up only eight columns, and these are very casy to answer. Wo 
may enumerate these particulars later, but meantime it may be 
sufficient to state the various heads, namely: relationship to head of 
household, marriage, age and sex, birthplace and nationality, race, 
length of residence in Hong Kong, degree of education, and pro- 
fession and occupation, a i . d 

Simple as the form is, it must be presumed in a cosmopolitan 
Colony such as ours, that very many heads of houscholds will require 
some assistance in filling in thé returns to the complete sntisfac- 
tion of the Census authorities. é 

Amongst the lower classes of Chinese in particular there is a 
deep-rooted objection to supplying any data at all of the nature re- 
quired to make the Census 1 reality and not a farce. These classes 
require to he “educated” beforehand into the real object of the 
Census, They have to be made to realise the main purpose behind 
the taking of the Census. They have to have eliminated from their 
innocent, ignorant, and (may be) suspicious minds that there 
is no ulterior motive behind the mind of the Government in taking 
the Census only once in ten yeura, 

Even amongst the better-off scctions of the community thera 
is often an aversion to disclosing all the private details of their 
domestic lite, Time and agrin untrue returns are filled in—not alone 
in this Colony, but all over the Empire on Cenaua Day—from a not 
unnatural fear lest the particulars therein given may be put to 
some wrong purpose or unwittingly or intentionally disclosed to 
some party or parties outside the Census Superintendent or any of 
hia Census officers, 

' The penalty attached to the furnishing of false information 


may in some cases be a deterrent, but it is recognised that in many | ° 


cases the risk is taken for purely private domestic reasons in the 
hope that the innccuracy shall never be found out! But the draft 
regulations as printed in the Government Gazette obviate entirely 
any excuse for evading any of the provisions, ue 

Thus,'it ls very wisely provided that any person of full age 
may make a confidential return, 
fa confidential in the full senge of the term, ‘whilst any 
disclosure of any information published in a return ren= 
ders the delinjuent Hable to imprisonment with or with. 
out hard labour for a term not excoeding two years or toa fine not 
exceeding $250. That ought to-be a safeguard in most tases, but

AN OCEAN DRAMA. 


The whole of the action in E. A. 
Dupont's “talkie” for British Inter- 
natfonal Pictures, “Atlantic'’—an 
ndaptation of Ernest Raymond's 
play, “Tho Berg”—takes place in 
three hours and is set on board 9 
great ocean-going Hiner, 

It opens with acenca of evening 
lite aboard the liner. The ball- 
room {a filled with dancers, and the 
nmoke-rooma with people, while, 
en the decks, couples promenade to 
nnd fro, and nit: ensconced, enjoy- 
ing the night air before retiring. 
Then with dramatic suddenness, 18 
the ahip ploughs ita way through 
the water, there comes a terrible, 
rending craah, dancers ora thrown 
to-the floor, card tables upset, and 
everybody [s thrown inn heap.

During the “shooting” of the 
shipwreck seene In “Atlantic,” one 
siuw crowds of passengers on the 
deck of a huge liner, all fighting 
to get to the Iifebuats-sailors hurl- 
ings women into the boats, and 
Knocking men off the rails. Some 
of the passengers were fully dress- 
ed, others were ip dressing gowns 
and pyjamas. There were old ar- 
tislocrata, negroes, pretty xls, 
monocled’ young men, Lascara, 
tousrhs, nice old Indies, all strug- 
yling, awny, One saw thelr ngonis- 
ci looks and heard thelr sereams 
of fear, 

The bout-deck was transformed 
into a film studio, Indeed, all the 
end of the dock was also trans. 
formed, for there were cnormous 
lights on all the barges moored 
‘opposite the liner, to | iuminate 
the ship's side when necessary. 
There were more lights-dozens. of 
them, terrifying things-on the deck 
itself. And crowds of people, two 
or three hundred “supers,” a little 
farmy of electriciins, — technica 
abafY, camera men. Dominating 


‘therm all—and, more often than 
‘not, standing in one of the life- 
boats, to get the exact angle of the 
camera—was a youngish man with 
large features, a long pipe, and a 
Seap and muffler, This was Mr, 
Dupont.

SERVICE HINTS 


HELPFUL SUGGESTIONS FOR THE 
MOTORIST. 


[By 1.-A. Alfoth, Service Manager of Gencral Export Co.) 


It Js always a good plan, when 
grinding valves, to rotate them one- 
eighth or one-half turn, first in one 
direction and then In the other, 
Never give tho valves a full turn. 
A. full rotation of tho valve will 
cause grooves to be cut in the seat 
by the abrasive compound, resulting 
in an imperfect grinding job. 

Before replacing the cylinder 
head, be sure that the entize con- 
tact surface of the cylinder head, 
cylinder block and the gasket are 
free from dirt or irregularities of 
any Kind. If the metat surfaces 
“re not flat, have them made so by 
straping. Use only new or perfect 
gaskets, A thin film of cup grease 
should bo upplicd to both sides of 
the gasket. Be sure the gasket has 
clearance at all-studs and registers 
with all water passnges, In napply- 
ing the cylinder herd, see that all 
studs pass through if freely and 
that it sents properly on the gasket.’ 
In taking up the nuts or holts, 
tighten ench one evenly, a little at 
a time, until all are tight. The 
best results will be obtained if the 
nets or bolts on euch side of the 
cylinder head are tightened alter.

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HEAD LAMP DAZZLE. 


Banish, It ‘by Increased 
Intensity. 


[By The Hon. Mrs, Victor Bruce.) 

I am very nearly convinced that 
the dazzle problem fs eno that we 
phall always have with us, because 
It appears to be of so contradictory 
n nature, Tho nearest approaches 
to nolution which we havo yot 
nehisved are merely compromises; 
and tho fact that some of them 
answer fairly well, so far as safety, 
if not comfort, Is concerned, docs 
not alter the further fact that the 
problem is still a problem. It ‘fa 
merely logic (which, a8 4 woman, 
perhaps, Fought not to mentions) 
that a ‘light which in powerful 
enough to drive by must be dazzling 
to anyone in its path, unless its 
intensity be reduced — when it 
censes to be powerful envyyh to 
drive by! 

“pawerful enough,” of course dq 
an vlastic term, whieh hag not the 
wame menniig tea naptoriat aa to 
a cycliat, ‘The aon-motorist would 
way that the light could be reduced 
to a non-dagzling deyree/of intone 
wity if the moturist were content to 
proceed ont a pace in aecordunce 


with the degree of visibility thus 
obtained; whereny the motorist not 
unreasonably (in my view) requires 
to be able to drive with safety at 
the name pace after nightfall as 
before, 

Buttle of Blindness. 

As 1 said before, we. have some 
fuirly effective compromises, but 
there are several things which 
might be done ‘to make combtions 
- glill ensier. In the firat place, 

many curs are fitted with aide 

lamps which are worse than glaring 
hend-lampa in their effect. 

A very powerful head-Jamp, even 
if its direct beam is dazzling, docs 
light up the road to some extent for 
the man in front of it aa well as 
for the driver of the car to which 
it in fitted, providing the first man 
is able and wise enough to avoid 
looking directly at it. ‘The side- 
amp does no such thing. It is 
equipped with oa bull’s-eye lens 
which projects a powerful beam, 
and, as few people take the trouble 
te focus thelr side-lamps properly, 
that beam goes straight out into 
dhe darkness, or even slightly up- 
wards, The only abject which it 
IHuminates Is the eye of the oncom- 
ing motoriat! And with the head- 
Jnmpa dimmed, dipped or deflected 
—or all three, as ia the common 
practice In England—ench of two 
appronching motorists is dazzled by 
the side-lamps of the other. 

- My Solution. 

As side-lamps neither do, nor are 
inlended tv, Qluminate the road, 
und even legally dre meant only to 
indiente the extreme width of the 
vehicle, there {a no purpose what- 
ever in having either a very power- 
ful bulb or reflector or a lens front. 
Lamp — manufacturers and = car 
makers ought to have reallacd this 
fact long ago; but ns, apparently, 
they have not, 2 vonsiderable im- 
provement could be achieved it 
motorists themselves — would take 
the trouble to put a-disc of tissue 
papereat the back of the side-lamp 
glasses. The , little circles of dif- 
fused Nght that would remasn 
would do all that is necessary, 

Reverting to the question of 
road Hlumination by the dazzling 
Jamps of an approaching ear, T have 
often noticed in returning to my 
home about the time when the cars 
of theatre gocrs and diners aro 
atreamIng Londonwards against mo 
that whereas the undimmed lamps 
of acsingle car may make driving 
uncomfortable, the combined lights 
of half a dozen or so vehicles get 
past the dazzling stage, and make 
tho whole rond as bright mseday. 

There is a thought In thio: 
and, if It iy anything at all, it 

Is that the dazzle problem might 

—I say only might !—bo: solved 

by directly opposite .means to 

those which have yet been tried; 
in fact, by increasing the power 
of the hend-lamps  alx-fold, In- 

stead of reducing it to half or a 

quarter of its normal Intensity.

ROAD INSPECTION — 


SEQUEL TO INTERNATIONAL ROAD 
CONGRESS. 


Wuashlagton, D. C., Dee. 16, 

Carrylny: the alory of America’s 
hlghwaya to the fir corners of the 
globe, some (260 builders and 
administrators of the world high- 
ways have returned home from tha 
western hemisphere to take up 
thelr duties with renewed vigour, 
(he direct result of 18 days’ frat 
hand Inspection of road systems in 
yarious states of the Union as 
quests of the Highway Education 
Board. 

Ag offelal delegates to the aixth 
International Road Congress, held 
in Washington from October’ 6 to 
11 nt the invitation of the United 
States, these men were {invited by 
the Board to participate in one of 
three post-Congress tours of inapec- 
tion of highway construction and 
transportation, Bach tour provided 
for studying slightly different pro- 
blems of conatruction and trafic 
and thus delegates were able to 
nelect the route providing condl- 
Uons most similar to those found in 
thelr own countries, : 

Heavy trafic, high type ronda 
and a densely populated, industrial 
nren were inspected by Tour No, 1, 
goiuy through New Jersey, Peunsyl- 
vanin, New York, parta of New 
England and Ohfo, Low coxt roads, 
mountain highways, ight — to 
medium heavy tralle In a warm 
and what is primarily an ngricul- 
tural but growing industrial area 
were provided by Tour No. 2, 
travelling through the states of 
Virginia, North and South 
Carolina, Georgin and Florida, 
while ‘Tour No, 3, moving from 
Washington to South Bend, Indiana, 
through Chicago und the states of 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Towa, Mis- 
sourl and Illinois; offered the dele- 
yates both Hyht and heavy traMfe 
over varying types of roads, built 
to withstand the cold temperatures 
of the Northwest. 


Appetites Whetted. 

Whetted by the deliberations of 
the Congress, the delegates’ ap- 
petites for the survey of American 
road construction methods were 
high when the tours left Washing- 
ton, one north, one west and one 
south, In cach State they were 
accompanied by engineers from the 
State highway departments who ex- 
plained details of the various types 
of construction over which — they 
moved. Bach delegate was given a 
Jog book containing descriptions of 
the cost, construction, traflic density 
und other information, On tha 
several State road systems, sections 
af road were identified by signs 
placed along the roadside by State 
highway departments and ag tho 
buses rolled along, the  delegntes 
jotted down notes, talked = with 
eich other and observed keenly, 

These notes, frequently expanded 
after stopping for the night, will 
be supplemented with photographs 
taken by official photographers  ¢- 
companying the tours, These men 
had special instructions to photo- 
graph construction operations, in- 
cluding machinery, conatruction 
stapes, fopography and other essen- 
tials. 

With travel worries eliminated 
and care of baggage delegated to an 
augiatant manager who had it walt- 
ing in the rooms when the delegates 
arrived at thelr hotel, everyone was 
nble to attend wholeheartedly to the 
business in hand: the examination 
of a new type of surface, the obser- 
vation of a special Jabour-saving 
device or the question of building 
n base for a heavy-traffie rond 
through swampland, such as was 
encountered In Georgin and Florida, 

Activitics during a, typical day 
and the impressions formed are well 
illustrated by the following ab- 
stracts from the djary of. one of the 
participants: 


Some Impressions, 

"To-dny we stopped by a road in 
Virginia, Crushed stone had been 
rolled and we arrived just in time 
to see the application of asphalt, 
We then walked ahead to a amuall 
tractor rigged out so that it would 
both sweep and blow dust and other 
materia) fromthe rond* surfaco, 
preparatory to applying the nsphalt. 

“In spite of repeated warnings 
to stay behind this contraption, 
soveral insisted upon remaining In 
front Iu what thoy suppoacd was a 
polnt of vantage. Finally the 
algnal was given, A swirling dust 
cloud that hid everything beyond it 
was the result and a moment lator 
emerged from this several of our 
party scrambling asa hard as thoy 
could to get away from tho grime 
and dust, much “to the dolight of 
tho. othera. 

“Engineers of tho Virginia High- 
way Commission came In for much 
questioning. The one in our bus 
has been constantly busy. Some of 
us are taking many notes. < 

“Loft Wigaton-Salem ‘this morn- 
ing efor Roaring Gap and JGrayatono 
Inn, After sovoral miles ft was 
announced wo had just begun 
travelling over a surfaco-treated. 
top-apil road. Boing smoother tha 
the, concrete, this announce 
orouspd much interest and a fow 


tand the abrupt stoppor. 
of accelorating - 


miles further along we stopped for 
an Inspection, 
Pleasing Revelations. 

“Turning off the main highway, 
it was not long bofore we started 
up tho mountain side over an excel. 
lent road. Curves not too sharp, 
plenty of room to pass other cars, 
smooth surface, sides excellently 
marked and protected by guard 
raids and « grade that is univer- 
sully approved, these were pleasing 
revelnions to many of us. Autumn 
hues of brown, red, orange, yellow 
and green faded off to a purpliisr 
gray haze, AQL in all, the morning 
drive was delightful. 7 

“During the afternoon we pulled 
up in the centre square of Lenolr 
where every one in the town had 
collected, Upon alighting we wero 
{nformed tht refreshments await- 
ed us, being provided by the local 
Chamber of Commerce. We woro 
quite moved by this hospitable 
weleome which camo go unexpected- 
ly. The townspeople were truly 
generous in thelr welcome. 

“Made Asheville to-night about q 
o'clock. At the city mits we were 
met by a squad of local motor cyclo 
Pollee, thus considerably augment- 
ing those already with us, The 
way was cleared for our entrance 
Into tho city and passage through 
its streets, just a it had been all 
day in the country, Cars, whethor 
going or coming, «ure required to 
pull to the alde of the road until 
our motorcar his passed, and 
thanks to the efficient ald of the 
state highway patrol, we make ex- 
cellent apeads.” 

As erch day on cach tour brought 
new conditions, new typea of con- 
struction, new ineldents, cach of the 

250 members asalmilated some new 
information ‘nbout America, its 
roads, its people, its. industry, and 
its cotntryaide. 

Those in- ‘the Western Tour, 
learned that Chicago has beautiful 
boulevards and parka; that Mil- 
waukee, onee famous for its beer, 
manufactures great quantities of 
road building equipment; and that 
St. Paul and Minneapolfs are large 
industrial cities. New York, the 
world’s financial mart, Schenectady 
and its electrical works, Buffalo and 
Cleveland with their varied Indus- 
tries, were vistted by delegates on 
the northern tour, while those 
travelling south passed through the 
beautiful Blue Ridge mountains 
and visited the thriving centres of 
Roanoke and Winston-Salem, Char- 
lotte and Columbia, Charleston and 
Savannah, and the fertile fields of 
Florida. All learned that results 
are not the only criterion by which 
Americans judge and that hospit- 
allty still is cherished {n the hearts 
of the people. 


Traffic Control Inspected. 


All three tours ended at Detroit, 
the Southern Tour going there 
from Palm Beach by train. As 
gucsts of the automobile manufac- 
turera of the Detroit district for 
several days, - delegates inspected 
traflic control, manfacturing planta, 
the international tunnel to Wind- 
avr, and automobile testing grounda.
